In an approach new “to 
the Columbus program, 
White stated, 18 of the 19 
names in the tottery-- 


scheduled for the end of 
May — are located in an 
area bounded by Parsons 
Ave., on the west; Whittier

Teacher Agreement 


To-Run-Three Years 


The Columbus School 
Board, holding a special 
meeting Tuesday, ap- 
proved a new contract for 
teachers which is to run an 
unprecedented three 
years. 

The contract provides 
for raises of six percent the 
first year. and five and four 
percent the second and 
third years. Starting pay for 
teachers with bachelor's 
degrees will go from the 
present $9,000 to $9,540 in 
January 1977 and $10,418 
in January 1979. The first- 
year cost will be about $4 
million, including ad- 
ministrative raises. 

The raises will not be 
dependent on the passage 
of an operating levy expec- 
ted to go on the ballot this 
Fall but will depend on a 
continuing attrition rate of 
about 300 teachers a year. 

If a levy is not passed, 
budget cuts would have to 
come from layoffs, larger 
classes and program 
reductions. No layoffs will 
be made this year, 
however, and class size 
will not be increased this 
year, according to 
stipulations in the 
agreement this year. 

A new aspect of the 
agreement is that layoffs, if 
required across the board, 
will be based on seniority. 

Discussing the impact of 
this provision on minorities 
was Columbus Education 
Association Director Jack 
Burgess. 

“We did spend a con- 
siderable amount of time 
studying the impact,” 
Bur said, “and came 
to the conclusion that this 
definitely would not impact 
on minorities.” 

The reason, he said, is 
that Columbus has not 
significantly increased the 
number of minority 
teachers in recent years. 

A significant increase 
did occur in 1971, but 
those teachers have been 
In the system long enough 
that they would not be af- 
fected by a layoff, he ex- 


system has been hiring the 
same percentage of 
minority teachers as the 
percent in the district 80 a 
layoff by seniority would 
not disproportionately af- 
fect. minorities. 

Burgess also discussed 
aspects of the agreement 
applying to evaluation 
procedures. 

“We_ tightened up the 
language,” he said, “so 
that every teacher has 
some level of due 
process.” Burgess noted 
that 60 to 70 percent of the 
teaching staff is non- 
tenured. 

Except fot a general 
layoff, he said, no teacher 
can be dismisssed on an 
evaluation basis without 
the right to a hearing. 

He said there was also 
some tightening of 
language so that the ad- 
ministration has a clear 
right to take action against 
teachers who may | con- 
stitute_a threat to safety or 
to the educational

clude all Americans in realizing the fruits 
of liberty. 

If nothing else, the history of the past 
two hundred years has proven that to 
deny those principles is to endanger the 
very foundation of government. It seems 
very clear to me that whenever a govern- 
ment fails to secure for all its citizens 
that which it guaranteed, then that 
government is nearing dangerous 
grounds. When those guarantees are 
denied to some--a fundamental principle 
of government_is_abused, distorted, and 
abandoned. And like a cancer, it will 
continue to grow and spread until finally 
it gnaws. at the nation’s most_ critical 
organs. 

in my opinion, the character and con- 
duct of this nation toward black 
Americans has moved from open hostility 
to quiet indifference. Whether we turn to 
the declarations of the past, or to the pro- 
fessions of the present, the conduct of 
this nation seems equally revolting. 

The. celebration of this country’s 
independence primarily reveals the 
immeasurable distance, the great 
disparity; between black and white 
America-a disparity that has’ grown - 
wider as the nation has grown older. The 
rich ‘inheritance of justice, liberty, pros- 
perity and independence secured by the 
blood and toil of our forefathers is not 
enjoyed in common today. 

It should be evident to the thoughtful 
among us that we are passing through 
one of the most serious periods of our;| 
existence in this country. Questions that 
immediately concern the liberty and well- 
being of more than fifteen per cent of the 
population are pressing for treatment as 
never before. The unfinished busi of 
the American Revolution is to ext the = 
great principles of economic freedom 


Now that the final arguments in the 
NAACP's case against the Cleveland 
Board of Education have been made, the 
case now rests in the hands of Federal 
—— Frank Battisti. 

ile this case started out as a Cleve- 
land case, its ending indicates that, there 
is a great probability that whatever the 
decision is, it could affect every school 
district in Ohio. The fact that the governor 
and the State Board of Education were 
made parties to the school desegregation 
sult, indicates that the judge could ge 
beyond the Cleveland school district in 
determining a solution. 

That such a possibility exists, is 
evidenced by the action of 19 suburban 
school. superintendents adjacent to 
Cleveland. in a meeting last week, these 
superintendents discussed their reactions 
to a possible decision that would involve 
their schools. . 


Four suburban school districts: Cleve- 
land Heights, University Heights, Shaker 
Heights. and Warrensville Heights, said 
they should be exempted because their 
schools are already integrated due-to-the 
moving of Negroes into their communities. 

The other fifteen superintendents were 
negative, expressing the racist views of 
their communities. The consensus of their 
views_was_that-their-Boards-of Education 
would go to court to. fight any court 
ordered integration for them. 

Since there are now pending.cases in 
Columbus, Dayton and Cincinnati, the 
Cleveland school decision could also 
affect these cities. 


“Also, if Judge Battisti should decide that 
the State Board of Education has respon- 
sibility in school integration, then his 
decision could affect every school district 
in the state. 

Therefore, it is very important that 
blacks all over the state watch the Cleve- 
land case very carefully: There seems to 
be no question but that the decision will, 
in-some-form-or-another,-affeet-al-black 
school children. 

Whenever the school integration issue 
comes up, the question of court imposed 
busing comes to the fore. Although almost 
half of the children attending. public 
schools all over this nation are bused 
every day, it is only busing for racial in- 
tegration that is wrong in the eyes of the 


Under our erratic and double-standard 
system of justice, any American who is 
poor, or even worse, both black and poor, 
has only one reasonably certain guarantee 
of staying out of a jail cell, and that is to 
scrupulously avoid even the taint of 
criminality. As an extra precaution, he 
might well avoid keeping company with 
any and all of his “friends and neighbors” 
ie seem bent on bending the laws of the 
and. 

What prompts this unpleasant thought is 
the conclusion of testimony in the trial of 
new heiress__Patricia Hearst on 
charges that she willingly participated in 
the robbery of San Francisco's Hibernia 
Bank, in company with a highly integrated 
group of ‘soldiers’ of.the Symbionese 
Liberation Army. 

The trial has consumed 37 days, spread 
over eight weeks, at considerable cost to 
the taxpayers of California, and only one 
graced with occult‘powers would dare pre- 
dict the outcome. However, whatever the 
verdict, one can be sure, in the light of 


past experiences, the courts of the tand— 


have not seen or heard the last of this 
case, 

The principal reason is that, despite 
some evidence that the defendant and her 
parents had demonstrated little com- 
patability prior to her kidnapping and sub- 
sequent involvement with the SLA, Father 
and Mother Hearst are multi-millionaires 
and capable—and obviously willing-to ex- 
pand whatever is needed to stretch the 
scales of justice to their ultimate limits. 

They have made a good beginning by 
employing F. Lee Bailey, one of the slick-

and of natural justice to the twenty-five 
million black Americans in this country 
whose battle cry has become: Parity for 
the People..No greater task faces this 
nation today.

The courage ro children have 
shown in riding these integration buses, is 
commendable, However, it's an ordeal no 
one wants to subject black children to ad 
infinitum. : 

Therefore, it's important that the courts 
of this nation come to some final, binding 
decision that will end this school inte- 
gration problem once and for all. 

There is no question about school 
re ee being unconstitutional. This 
then, Is a legal matter to be determined in 
the courts. 

The next issue, is uetsy education in 
all the schools. This is a matter for the 
school boards to correct and, for the prin- 
cipals and teachers in the classrooms to 
do something about. 

It is at the neighborhood school and 
classroom level that black parents must be 
concemed. For busing black children to 
the schools with the highest academic 
scholarship rating, will not mean anything 
unless that black student wants to learn 
and, that black parents are ready and 
willing to cooperate with the school and 
the teacher. . 

No-other-raciat-group~in-this-nation-is- 
suffering more from. inadequate education 
than are Negroes. Much of the blame is 
ours. Indifferent parents permit their 
children to omit entirely too many import- 
ant courses and subjects for their own 
good. Too many black school children not 
only cannot read and/or write, but they 
cannot talk underst of jargon 
and slurry expressions, plus a lack of 
workable vocabulary are their biggest 
handicaps. 

There is much that the black community 
can do to improve the quality and kind of 


education children get in the inner city. ¢ 


Just bellyaching isn't the way to do it: 
When-_parents—are_indifferent,so_will_be 
the children. And, indifferent children 
make for indifferent teachers. Bad 
neighborhoods make for bad schools. 

So while the courts are correcting the 
racial imbalance, let the black community 
correct its faults too. This is the only way 
we can give our children quality education 
in every school room.

What we started out fo indicate was that 
only a -defendant-who-is-both-white-and 
rich, has such a potential tying up a cour- 
troom for so long a period. If the defen- 
dant happened to be black and poor, the 
whole matter would have been neatly 
wrapped up within an abbreviated period, 
and chances are that the end result would 
have been conviction and incarceration 
for quite a spell.

The non-smoking bill, sponsored by Sen. M. Morris 
Jackson, (D-Cleveland), discussed in depth In this 
column last week, went up in smoke Tuesday when it 
was taken up for a vote in the Senate Rules Commit- 
tee. The nine member committee, under a cloud of 
olgerette, cigar and pipe smoke, rejected Jackson's 
bill by a 5 to 4 vote. : 

Features in the bill which called for restricted 
smoking in public places had already been ripped 
from the measure before it reached Rules, which 
assigns bills to the floor for a vote of the entire body. 
The bill buried by Rules only asked that non-smoking 
areas be designated in state-owned and operated 
bulldings. :

| recently spoke to the Joint Session of the South 
Carolina General Assembly. It was the first such 
invitation to a leader of a civil rights organization. 
_ It seems that every moment that day was filled with 
Symbdlic meaning. . 

| left my room at a hotel named for Wade Hampton. 
Hampton was the leader of the white Redeemer 
faction that wrested control of the state from its 
integrated leadership in Reconstruction: times and 
helped” build the post-Civil War era of white 
supremacy. 

——Across the-street;-on-the one of the Capitol, | 
saw a statue of “Pitchfork” Tillman, leader of the 
segregationists in Congress and a long-time U. S. 
Senator from South Carolina. 

The first thing | noticed once inside the lobby of the 
Capito! was a statue of John C. Calhoun, the South 
Carolinian who was the leader of -the pro-slavery 
forces in the country before the Civil -War. 

To my left, was an inscription in the marble facade 


" of the side wall of the lobby. It was the declaration of 


secession that took South Carofina out of the Union 
in_1860_and ignited the Civil War. : — 

| gave my address standing under three flags — the 
state flag, the U.S. flag, and the flag of the 
Confederacy! 

In the audience, made up of members of both 
houses of the legislature, were thirteen black 
representatives, more than at any time since Recon- 
struction days. 

Also, in that body were many legislators whose 
service dates back to the bitter days of the fifties and 
sixties, among them men who cried “Never,” and who 
tried in every way possible to retain the old 
ae gor system of that oppressed black people. 

d in the gallery were citizens viewing the pro- 
ceedings, including some integrated classes of 
school children. . 

All of this is significant, but perhaps even more 
Significant was the warm reception | received, a 
reception that went nd traditional southern 
graciousness and hospitality. There was a willingness 
to listen to views that not too long ago would have 
landed a_black person in a lot of trouble. 

The session was followed by lunch at the 
Governor's mansion -- an integrated affair that led me 
to reflect on the fact that at one time no black person 
would be allowed into the mansion, much less to sit 
down and break bread with the white power structure. 
And | thought too, that at one time it would be 
unthinkable that the Governor of South Carolina 
would be a Republican. 

| next visited an industrial plant in Columbia that 
had an integrated workforce, blacks in managerial 
and professional positions, and a policy of sharing 
“the work in the recession instead of just laying off the 
most recently hired workers. 

Not one of these events would have been possible 


— years ago, nor even probable ten years ago.
